For the beneflt of the Prees and itz learnad
Juridical writers, that laws must be pasced by
the Legislature, and cannot be hy a vole at an
eloction, we rolor to a decizion of tha .‘."‘Ilpl't'l’:lu
Court of our State, made nonvly twenty yours
ago, in the case of Parker vs, Commonwealth,
reported in 6 Barr's Reports, page B07, Thers
the Buprems Court held that “ander the
Constitution of Pennsylvania, legizlative
power must be exercised by the Legislature
created by that Constitution. Hence the act
of 1846, giving the citizens of cortain counties
the power to decide Ly o vote whether the sale
of vinous and spirituous Hquors shall be con.
tinued within such counties, and lmposing n
fine for the sale of such lquors, where a
wiajority of the voters had been against such
gile, i unconstitutional.’?

As the Legislature, according to this de-
cislon, cnnnot delogate its power to enact
laws to the people in their primary cnupacity,
it ik not perceived, even under the enlightened
legal wnotions of the [Hress, how the peoplo ot
an election can asspme power to enact luws
even local in character.
